Institute Held on 


Saturday 


Last.

HE second meeting of the Farmers 


Institute of the Territory was 
held at Wahiawa Colony last Sat- 


urday evening. The meeting took place 
in the schoolhouse, which had been fur- 
nished with lights and a piano for the 
•occasion. Forty persons' In. all were in 
attendance. This was encouraging, as 
fifteen was the number present at the 
first meeting. Jared G. Smith, presi- 
dent, of the institute, was chairman ol 
the meeting. Following the reading ol 
the minutes by the secretary was a 
piano solo by Miss Shelhamer, which 
was well rendered and 
.heartily re- 


•celved. 


The first business of the meeting was 
a discussion of the Agricultural Fair, 
to fee held next July under the direction 
of the Department of Agriculture. The 
members of the Institute accepted gjad- 
ly the invitation of GOT. Dole to parti- 
cipate In the fair, but the understand- 
ing that the prizes for the best exhibits 
were to consist of diplomas and medals 
did not meet with much favor. 
It was 


strongly Insisted by different speakers 
that those successful In the competi- 
tions should receive cash prizes to re- 
pay In part the expense incurred in 
making the exhibit. It was suggested 
by Mr. Smith that a committee be ap- 
pointed to draw up resolutions on the 
opinion of the institute, to be adopted 
by that body, and sent to the Acting 
Governor. The following resolution^ 
were drafted by the committee appoint- 
ed fey the chair, and were passed upon 
by the institute: 
To Hon. H. E. Cooper, Acting Gdvernor 


ef the Territory of Hawaii. 
Sir: At a meeting of the Fanners' In- 
stitute held at Wahiawa, Oahu, April 
190X the following resolutions were pass- 
ed:Resolved, that the Farmers' Institute 
of the Territqry of Hawaii hereby ex- 
pressed its appreciation of the invitation 
exteaded to this body by Governor Dole 
to participate in' an Agricultural Fair to 
b« held In Honolulu July next, and. un 
••aentanding that prises will be given for 
th» test exhibits made at said fair, fur- 
ther, 
Resolved, that it is the opinion of this 
society that the said prices should con- 
sist of cash awards to repay in part the 
expense to be incurred for making such 
exhibits.

Mr. Smith made a few remarks upxm 


the Farmers' Institute movement In 
this country and its significance. He 
said in part that the movement is a 
recent one, comparatively, and yet In 
most States the Institute is a strong 
and permanent organization. The es- 
tablishment of agricultural schools and 
colleges was the first effort to train 
and educate the farmer. The Experi- 
ment Stations followed later. They did 
no* seem at first to meet the needa of 
the farmer. Mr. Smith said that the 
work was such that the farmers could 
not make use of the results. They were 
"firing- over the fanners' heads." The 
establishment of farmers' Institutes 
.has done much to bring the two-forces 
together. The institutes for the most 
part are well established. Independent 
organizations. 
In closing, Mr. Smith 


said the Farmers' Institute of this Ter- 
ritory will take on a permanent form, 
besome a definite organization and 
gradually extend Its work and influence 
to an parts of the Islands. 
the regular business of the meeting

that has ever attended an athletic 


meeting,in Hawaii, is briefly the story 
of Saturday's field day for the benefit 
of the projec(§d athletic ground of the 
Boys' Brigade. 


By 2 o'clock, the time set for the first 


event, the" grand stand was well filled 
and an hour later it was crowded with 
a representative throng of Honolulu's 
youth and beauty. Seated in the space 
in the grand stand usually 
reserv-

press, were

Campbell, Miss Irene DIckson and Miss 
Rosie Cunha, who were .to crown the 
victors with leis and to present the 
trophy of championship to the success- 
ful team at the close of the games. 
Mrs. Sanford B. Dole and Miss Adams 
we're also seated in the press box, the 
front of which was decorated with 
palm leaves and draped with American 
and Hawaiian flags. 


During the progress of the sports 


music was rendered by the Territorial 
band and the Kamehameha Glee Club. 


The day was a warm one, perhaps a 


little too hot for very strenuous endea- 
vor on field and track, but notwith- 
standing this the athletes set about 
their work with a vim and the result 
was that many records went a glim- 
mering. 


The issue was fought out by those 


two old rivals for athletic supremacy, 
Oahu College and Kamehameha School, 
although on this occasion each Institu- 
tion was reinforced 
by members of 


their respective alhmni. 
The result 


was a striking confirmation of the 
form shown In the late dual meet, the 
Karnehamehans running out winners 
by an Immense majority of points. In 
fact their aggregate was greater than 
that of the other four competing clubs 
combined.

produced, this being one of the great- 
est difficulties facing the farmers of the 
Wahlawa colony. Messrs. Clark, Kel- 


Davis. Swing, Biggins, Welte, 


Austin and Chairman Smith took an 
active part in the discussion. The fol- 
lowing Is a summary of the points 
brought out: That no matter how good 
the quality or how large the quantity 
of any product, the producer trbuld fail 
If he could not get a market 


The proximity of the market was a 


great factor, for the cost of transpor- 
tation often so reduces the profits on 
the products that it does not pay 
to 


continue^ to produce them. 


The middlemen in many inctances 


can, by "cornering" the market or Im- 
porting from abroad, so regulate the 
price as to crowd out the local produc- 
er. The market de;r,ands a continuous 
supply, for if the local producers can- 
not meet the demand the sellers must 
•send to outside sources. 


The importance of an organlzatlgji of 


the producers for the purpose of hand- 
ling and selling their own produce was 
brought out. They could, by having a 
market of their own, regulate the price 
and sell the fresh produce In competi- 
tion with the imported produce, at the 
same price, or perhaps less. 


The possible danger of the production 


of vegetables being overdoine was point- 
ed out. It might be possible that in the 
future a certain per cent of the far- 
mers might have to depend on other 
crops, aside from cane and coffee, hav- 
ing a wider market than vegetables. A 
country like this might be able to raise 
many things used in the States on 
which a duty Is placed 
from 
other 


countries. This led to a discussion of 
the possibility of producing the manio- 
ca for the manufacture of starch. 


The next paper was by J. C. Austin 


on "The Pruning of Fruit Trees in Ha- 
waii." Mr. Austin spoke of what had 
been done in the past along this Hne, 
the unscientific methods employed in 
the care and cultivation of fruit trees. 
Mr. Austin said tha? there seems to be 
some hope now of carrying forward the 
work in a practical manner. He point- 
ed out some the local conditions affect- 
ing the care and pruning of fruit trees. 
The tropical fruits might be brought 
forward for exportation. 
Among the 


tropical fruits mention*} which might 
be improved and developed were the 
alligator pear, mango, guava, olive and 
citrus growths. 


PINEAPPLES 


Following the discussion of Mr. Aus- 


tin's paper was another paper 
on 


"Pineapples," by B. O. Clark. The pa- 
per read as follows: 


"Pineapples" having been assigned to 


me as my contribution to the menu of 
this evening's "feast," with no word of 
advice or suggestion aa to the method of 
serving. I have been la something of a 
quandary to know how to place them be- 
fore you—on paper—in the most pleasing 
and satisfactory manner. 


Pineapples seem to be one of the crops 


especially suited to our local conditions, 
having no destructive insect pest, im- 
ported or native, to prey upon it; thriv- 
ing through drouth, producing eren bet- 
ter quality of fruit than during wet sea- 
sons; easy of propogatioa and cultivation 
and responsive to good culture, which, 
with a certain amount of fascination that 
attends the production 
of 
all trop'cal 


fruits, place it well up among the popu- 
lar fruits destined to figure In the horti- 
cultural history, of Hawaii in the near 
future. 


The growing demand for the fruit on 


the mainland and for ships' supplies both 
in the fresh and canned state, leads me to 
consider it a safe and profitable crop as 
well as being otherwise suited to the con- 
ditions of the small farmers of the Isl- 
ands. With the advent of canneries here, 
thii one Industry can be made a source 
of 
revenue.—through 
the 
employment 


given in growing and packing the fruit. 
—sufficient to assure the future prosperity 
of this colony. 


It Is very gratifying to be able to 


speak hopefully of this Industry, as we 
hear so much of a pessimistic tonn re- 
garding the possibilities for the small far- 
mer making a living here. It now looks 
as If we would soon b« able to give 
ocular demonstration so convincing that 
the class of people who always beset 
new countries, belittling the opportuni- 
ties and discouraging home-makers, will 
have to flnd a new topic to "harp" on. 
For even with one anchor crop (and I be- 
lieve there are other industries. Including 
sufrar cane, that will be developed Into 
paying industries stilted to the small far- 
mer), the prospect Is 


If I may be allowed to digress I wish 


to state as my candid belief that in less 
than five years we shall hear less of the 
cry—"Small farmers can't grow cane," 
for they not only, can but will. If given 
a chance, and will be the salvation of 
the sugar Industry from the disaster that 
pessimists are endeavoring to claim for 
It.

The last paper of the evening was 


o<ne on "Potatoes," by T. F. Sedgwlck, 
Mr. Sedgwlck reviewed the history of 
potato culture in the Islands. 
His ad- 


dress was made clearer by reference to 
a map of the group, showing the pota- 
to lands. Samples of soil taken from 
these places were passed around to the 
members. Mr. Sedgwlck made his ad- 
dress a. general one and what he said 
in regard to the culture of potatoes 
held equally well when applied to other 
products. His experiment on taro was 
brought up for discussion. Ordinarily 
taro was planted on lamd that by years 
of planting had ceased to be produc- 
tlv%. With the use of fertilizers and 
proper cultivation the increase in pro- 
duction and quality was very marked. 


The possibility of growing taro with- 


out water was brought up. It was stat- 
ed that taro was not formerly grown 
in water on the Islamd of Hawaii. 
If 


continued moisture could be supplied 
by irrigation and proper cultivation, it 
is believed that taro could be grown 
without the use of standing water. 


After extending a vote of thanks to 


the people of Wahiawa for their hospi- 
tality, and the singing of "America," 
the meeting adjourned. The next meet- 
ing will probably be held at the United 
States Experiment Station some time 
in July.

SOME LOCAL ITEMS.

Information was received from Kona 
yesterday that after a long meeting, 
which did not close until 4 a. m. on 
Thursday morning, the Japanese con- 
tractors and laborers on the Kona plan- 
tation signed an agreement to go to 
work and cut and harvest their cane 
for the plantation, largely due to the 
influence of Consul Saito. 


The agreement binds the planters to 
take off the cane crop and the result 
of its signing was that the mill went 
to work yesterday, if there was no 
hitch over affaire after the leaving of 
the Mauna Loa. 


All letters from the plantation indi- 
cate that there will be no further de- 
lays but that the work will be pushed. 
J. M. McChesney of the firm of agents 
will visit the plantation next week.

WOULD QUIT 


Hind Complains of 


Eben Low in 


Court. 


Some rather sensational charges are 


made In a petition for dissolution of 
partnership filed in the Circuit Court, 
by Robert Hind against Eben P. Low. 


Tbe complaint sets out that the par- 


ties to the suit above mentioned form- 
ed a co-partnership 
under the firm 


name of "Hind & Low," on October 1, 
1893, at Kohala, for the purpose of stock 
raising, coffee planting and other agri- 
cultural pursuits. At the time of the 
formation of the partnership, plaintiff 
was in the employ of tbe Hawi planta- 
tion as a stock luna, and defendant 
Low was residing at Kohala and held 
the office of tax collector for that dis- 
trict, it being agreed that both parties 
should continue their said pursuits. 


In this connection ItMs alleged that 


defendant, within the past two months, 
has taken charge of the construction 
of a public road in Kona, and is appro- 
priating the compensation for such ser- 
vices to his own use. In pursuance of 
the agreement, a stock ranch was es- 
tablished at Puuwaawaa, and also a 
butcher shop at Kohala, which, up to 
the end of the last year, was conduct- 
ed as a partnership affair. 
It was 


agreed also that the defendant should 
keep the books of the firm, but that both 
partners should have equal voice in its 
management. 


The petition alleges that the com- 


plainant for the first two or three 
years was allowed to have an equal 
voice in the affairs of the concern, but 
of late years defendant has discourag- 
ed such attempts to allow an equal 
share in the management, and that de- 
fendant has deeired to have the whole 
eay, "and that the desire to have the 
entire say as to said partnership has 
become more and more pronounced and 
has grown upon said defendant until 
within the two years last past com- 
plainant says that he has had no more 
to say practically in the partnership af- 
fairs and in the conduct of the part- 
nership business than if he were an 
entire stranger to said business and 
without authority in the premises." 


Complainant further says that de- 


fendant has acted in an offensive man- 
ner and has so aften overridden his 
wishes that he has had no choice but 
to withdraw, and has been compelled 
to feel that his views and 
presence 


were anwelcome to said defendant. 


"And in this connection complainant 


specifically charges that upon a num- 
ber of occasions, while complainant and 
defendant had been 
jointly engaged 


with their employes in ranch work and 
in handling cattle, the defendant has 
openly, 
scandalously 
and 
unjustly 


abused complainant In the presence of 
their said employes and to the humili- 
ation of complainant and with utter 
disregard of the rights of complainant 
In the premises, calling complainant 'a 
— fool' on two occasions, "in the pres- 
ence of employes, and in their presence 
criticising complainant's work in driv- 
ing, 
etc., with oaths and disparaging 


and contemptuous remarks, and over- 
riding, before the employes, complain- 
ant's directions and wishes, and in 
such a way as to compel complainant 
to have an open and scandalous row 
with defendant, or to submit In silence, 
which latter course complainant has 
taken for peace sake." 


The complainant further recites in- 
stances where his wishes were overrid- 
den by defendant, it being alleged that 
Low does as he pleases. 


Among these it is stated that com- 
plainant believes the ranch is at pres- 
ent carrying more stock than is nec- 
essary, but defendant thinks 
other- 


wipe; and that defendant put in a tel- 
ephone line from the ranch to the sta- 
tion, in defiance of complainant's wish- 
es 
That between them it had been 
agreed to Import a hackney stud, for 
J750, but that Instead defendant im- 
ported A thoroughbred running horse 
from Australia, for which he paid $1300, 
and upon being taxed with this action, 
defendant said he had forgotten to 
make an explanation as to the change 
In plans. 


There have been also differences as 
to treatment of stock, it being alleged 
that defendant treats the stock in a 
harsh, reckless and at times cruel man- 
ner, 
often beating stock and spurring 
animals harshly and cruelly and in op- 
n disregard of complainant's wishes 
and protests. 


Complainant further alleges that by 
reason of defendant's control of the 
sale of stock, he was five years ago 
riven a share in the Metropolitan Meat 
Company of Honolulu, and that he ap- 
propriated it to his own uae, receiving 
the Income therefrom, when it was his 
duty* to turn It In to the copartnership. 
It la further complained that defend- 
ant has failed to render yearly ac- 
counts as he was required to do, and 
that defendant is using said ranch for 
Sis private gain and benefit, in that 
ie Is maintaining his family upon said 
ranch, at the ixpenae of the copart- 
nenfelp. 


It 1* further alleged that negotiations 
lave been pending for six months for 
the sale of one partner's «hare to »he 
other, but with no success, and mw 
complainant wishes to take advantijre 
of the agreement, which provides lor 
a division of the property, but defend- 
ant contends that the firm must con- 
tinue for 25 years, and declines to dis- 
continue the partnership.
